The volume was written by Terry 
Stephenson, postmaster, and was in 
such demand that the first edition, 
comprising 250 books, was sold with- 
in 10 days. Since then a second edi- 
tion has been put on the market and 
the same enthusiasm with which the 
first books were greeted has been 
displayed in the rush for additional 
copies. 

“Caminos Viejos” deals entire- 
ly with Orange county history, and 
due to its local appeal has been of 
unusual historical value to this sec- 
tion of the state. 

PURPOSE TOLD 

T. E. Stephenson, author of the 
publication, has for many years been 
making a special study of Orange 
county history and as a result, the 
new book was put on the market, 
not as a commercial enterprize, but 
merely to get the historical facts 
compiled and in written form. 

That the book has been heralded 


by libraries and authors throughout 
the state may be seen by the numer- 
ous letters received by Stephenson 
and Williams, complimenting them 
on their volume. Newspapers in the 
reviews have taken up the publica- 
tion in detail, magazines for writers 
have commented on the historical 
value of the book, and artists have 
delved into the pages of “Caminos 
Viejos” with delight. 

LAUD ENTERPRISE 

All have expressed their surprise 
that such an enterprise should be 
taken up by a school. Three-fourths

Believing that what the schools cf 
today needed to give most in their 
commercial subjects is individual in- 
struction. Géorge B. Holmes, head of 
the commercial department, has con- 
structed courses of secretarial train- 
ing of this nature. 

Another feature will be that no 


students will be held back in his 
work because of his class. Each one 
in the class will be allowed to pro- 
ceed through the course as fast as 
he is able. 

SIX COURSES OFFERED 

Other new courses which are be- 
ing offered by the department is a 
two year secretarial training course, 
two year general business educaticn, 
two years retail store management, 
one semester electrical machine 
bookkeeping, one semester course in 
electrical machine calculation. 

“These courses are available for 
those who desire to prepare for em- 
ployment in a short period of time”, 
Holmes said. It was further pointed 
out that all two-year courses lead to 
the regular college diploma of grad- 
uation, courses less than two years 
in length lead to certificates of com- 
pletion which will be presented at 
commencement, 

The one year course in secretarial 
training includes shorthand, book- 
keeping, business English, typewrit- 
ing, office procedure and business 
mathematics. Students completing 
this course will be prepared to hold 
positions, as stenographers, typists 
and clerks. 

_ The course will be intensive and 
students will be allowed to enter at 
any time, being encouraged to enter 
employment when they have become 
of sufficiently skilled. 
SECRETARIAL COURSES 

The two year course in secretarial 
training takes up the same work as 
the one year course and in addition 
allows the student to elect other sub- 
jects in the field of business. 

Students finishing this course, 
Holmes said, will have secured a gen- 
eral education and at the same time 
prepared themselves to enter em- 
ployment. 

The two year business courses in 
general business education is plan- 
ned for those students who wish to 
obtain a general business education. 
Students who have not found their 
life work will find this course very 
interesting, it was declared. 

The partiallist of subjects cover- 

flea by this course follows: Principles 


of business, accounting, economics, | 
marketing, commercial law, and mer-, 


chandising. 
ACTUAL EXPERIENCE 

The two year course in_ retail 
store management and merchandis- 
ing is the most difficult of the new 
subjects offered. Due to. the fact 
that store ‘owners are demanding 
trained employes and are looking to 
the schools. The course is accredit- 
ed by the school of merchandising 
of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia and provides training in sales 
problems, psychology, merchandis- 
ing, salesmanship and advertising, 
art and display. ; 

During the first year students will 
be employed part time in local re- 
tail stores. During the second year 
students will work every other week 
in- local retail stores. During the 
second year students will work 
every other week in local stores re- 
ceiving pay for the time employed. 

CALCULATION COURSES 

The one semester course in elec- 
trical bookkeeping is designed to 
train operators on the Moon-Hop- 
kins electrical bookkeeping machine. 
A knowledge of typewriting and 
bookkeeping is a pre-requisite. The 
purpose of the one semester course 
in electrical machine calculation is 
to train operators for any of the 
several eleetrical calculating ma- 
chines. :
